Column Dispiays Ignorance 


Dear Editor, 

In Todd’s column on “Same-Sex Marriages Deserve to be 
Legally Recognized,” Todd totally misrepresented the 700 
Club on its viewpoint. He wrote out of ignorance of its 
viewpoint and presented the 700 Club as homophobic and 
“.. just act bigoted... are rallying the religious right to deny 
these basic rights to anyone who does not fit their narrow 
view of what sexuality should be.”

One of their 
first big finds 
was the Macal 
Chasm, with a 
vertical en- 
trance esti- 
mated to be 300 
to400 fectdeep. 
The team’s. 
longest rope 
was only 170 
feet long, so the 
team had to wait 
until next year, 
when it brought a 400-foot rope. But the 
airline lost it. 

Teaching obligations kept Reeder from 
traveling with his team members, so they 
called him to bring a rope when he joined 
them in Belize. He wasn’t able to locate a 
rope long enough, but brought two shorter 
ropes with instructions for tying them. 

The team used the ropes to measure the 
depth of the cave. It was 230 feet deep, which 
is about the height of a 20-story building. But 
the team didn’t go down into the cave, be- 
cause Reeder decided it would be too danger- 
ous with two ropes tied together. So the team 
had to wait another year. 

Since the team was already camped in the 
area and couldn't explore the cave, it wan- 
dered around the area. The team found Ix 
Chel. 

Ix Chel (pronounced ee shell) is the ruins 
of a Mayan town. To date, 45 structures have

sacrifices and ritual objects, and they are 
mostly undisturbed due to difficult terrain. 

When the team did get into Macal Chasm, 
it found a pile of debris, which contained 
human bones and pottery fragments, It was 
a good find, but the best was yet to come. 

Two caves have yielded artifacts higher 
in quality and quantity. Pottery Hill Cave, 
where Reeder encountered his tommy’ goff, 
contains many pieces of Mayan pottery and 
a constructed wall. Reeder said he believes 
there is someone important buried behind 
that wall. 

The Belize government has withheld per- 
mission to excavate that or any other part of 
the site because the team does not have an 
archaeologist witha doctorate degree. Reeder 
is working on his and they hope to start 
excavating in March. 

Reedersaid itis “very frustrating” not tobe 
able to get into the burial chamber. “Itis arare

emonial pots can fetch up to $30,000 in Eu-- 


rope, but most locals get $100 or less. The 
Belize government has strict penalties for 
looting or even entering caves 
without permission — “especially 
pringos,” Reeder said. 

Ix Chel shows signs of looting 
even though it is isolated. Ix Chel 
is 50 kilometers from the nearest 
town and 15 kilometers from the 
nearest road, which is only pass- 
able during the dry season. The 
nearest permanent people are lo- 
cated about 20 kilometers away in 
a forestry station. |

wheels five feet high to get within

eight kilometers of the site. And then the 
team-members carried all their supplies on 
their backs. Tents, ropes, food and water all 
have to be packed in. 

Water has to be brought in because the 
geology of the area is limestone karst and full 
of holes. Limestone erodes relatively easily 
— forming caves. Those caves drain the wa-

ter away quickly, leaving only isolated pools 
on the surface. The Mayans built reservoirs, 
which still contain some water. But after 
straining and boiling the water, it looks simi- 
lar to tea and is fit only for washing dishes. 
When it rains, everybody throws off their 
clothes and runs around to get clean. 

Since water is so scarce, cavers usually 
wear the same clothes over and over again 
without washing them. Then they burn the 
clothes. Beards are also common, since no- 
body wants to waste water to shave. 

Most of the caves the team have explored 
quickly peter out. “Most caves go nowhere. 
You get blasé,” Reeder said. “Finding a good 
cave can be exciting.” 

Team member Brian Nichols was the first 
down into what became known as Chen Pix 
(cave of the awakening). Nichols shouted, 
“This is great. You gotta come down here. 
There are bones everywhere. It’s unbeliev- 
able.”

Women are not the only beneficiaries of 
the WRC and its library, Baker said, A num- 
ber of male students visit to do research or to 
find answers to questions that come up dur- 
ing their relationships. If Baker’s plans come 
to fruition, the library will also be a place 
where women and men will be able to gain 
new perspectives on women’s issues. 

“T would like tosee more books on women 
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from different ethnic and ‘cultural back- : a

Mauer didn’t go unnoticed last season 
against North Dakota. With Amy Loth not 
starting at.the guard posi- 
tion due to a concussion, 
Mauer ‘finally got her 
chance to start — 16 games 
into the season, 

“Of all the teams to de- 
but against, it was North 
Dakota,” she said. “I’m 
sorry it had to come (after 
Loth’s injury) but glad [ 
had the opportunity. It’s 
been good ever since.” 

Since the game one year 
ago, Mauer has found. her 
name on every starting 
lineup. She knew it was 
just a matter of time until 
she had the opportunity-to 
lead UNO. 

“Coach (Mankenberg) 
said I didn’t start earlier in 
the season because I didn’t 
have confidence in my- 
self,” Mauer said, “I 
thought it was the other 
way around — I didn’t 
think they had confidence 
in me. The (North Dakota) 
game really changed the 
way she saw me and my 
role-on the team.” 

Mauer’s debut was 
snuffed out in a 76-61 win 
by North Dakota — one 
year later, she and the other 
two Lady Mav seniors have 
ohe.more chance at North 
Dakota and twin-tower 
North Dakota: State.

None of the three Lady Mav seniors have 
seen a UNO victory over either team.

There are few people in sports willing to 
be a good role model and even fewer people 
who can accept the responsibility. Charles 


Box, aguard forthe men’s basketball team, is" 


one of the few people willing to take on this 
challenge. 


The sophomore, an Omaha Northwest 


High School graduate, transferred to UNO 
from Iowa Western Community College, 
where he played in a few games before an 
injury took him out. 

The three most feared letters an athlete 


can hear became a part of Box’s everyday - 


life— “ACL.” ACL stands for the anterior 
crucial ligament, one of the most-common 
basketball injuries. Normally, this injury re- 
quires surgery and a long, tedious recovery 
process. 

Box elected to have MRI surgery and 
redshirted last year’s season at UNO. Box 
has overcome his injury and hasn’t looked 
back at all during this season. He averages 
12.7 points per game and became a starter 
eight games into the season. 

Since starting against Mary College ear- 
lier in the season, Box has had highlight 
games against Morningside and South Da- 
kota State, where he scored 22 points and 17 
points, respectively. 

Box has paid his dues to get back into 
condition so he can make a contribution to 
the team. Now that he’s back on the court, he 
is looking forward to making strides as aMav 
this season, 

Responsible is one word that comes to 
mind when you talk to Box. He knows that 
both on and off the court, his younger brother 
Will fooks at him as a role model. Box takes 
that to heart. 

“On being arolemodel for my littlebrother, 
I want to be there for him to set a good 
example,” Box said. 

His own role model is his mother, Brenda 
Box. Box said she keeps a positive attitude. 
“She will say ‘play hard, you will have more 


games.’ She is so encouraging.” 

. His other role model sports jersey number 
23 for the Chicago Bulls andis one of the most 
admired black men in America. 

“Michael Jordan has always been my role 
model because he is the best player of all time 
and also because he is very positive,” Box 
said. 

Being positive is one of the statements Box 
wants youth to hear, he said, The other thing 
Box said he would like to see youth do is to 
learn how to deal with peer pressure and stay 
away from drugs and alcohol. 


Box takes his role as a student and basket- ° 


ball player very seriously and has set personal 
goals for studies as well individual goals for 
basketball that he strives to accomplish. 

“I never will be satisfied with my game. I 
set goals for every game. If I accomplish 
them, I feel good. Ifnot, then I get down,” Box 


said. “That is when I have support from my ~ 


mom and my girl Adrienne. I encourage my- 
self in school, as far as classes. 
going to do your work for you. I still have the 
challenge of getting (homework) in on time.” 


The other challenge for Box is basketball — 


practice. 

“Here, there is a different coaching style 
and I have adjusted well wherever I have 
played,” he said. “PT (playing time) was 
frustrating at first, or the lack of it, but I love 
the game. The more I play, the more I love the 
game. I missed how much I love the game 
when I was sitting out for two years.” 

In games, Box knows what it takes to pick 
up the pace and get things to start happening. 

“There is no problem picking up the slack. 
I will do what it takes to win. Winning is more 
important than my individual goals for the 
night. I will take a win over scoring a certain 
number of points or rebounds,” Box said, 

This year has been good for Charles. He 
said he feels stable in basketball and academ- 
ics. Even though he is a junior in class stand-

UC President Retreats From 


Affirmative Action Stance

SAN FRANCISCO—Under heat by the governor and the 
Board of Regents, University of California President Richard 
Atkinson apologized for his decision to postpone the ban on 
affirmative action in UC policies. 

“T recognize the Board’s role in establishing tsaivecaity 
policy,-and erred in not adequately consulting with the 
regents before deciding to postpone [the ban],” he said Jan. 29 
in a conciliatory letter to Regent Ward Connerly. ’ 

The regents voted last July to ban gender and racial 
preferences in hiring and admissions on UC’s nine campuses. 
Atkinson announced in late January that the ban would be 
postponed for a year until 1998. Regents earlier had agreed 
the policy change would begin January 1997. 

Gov. Pete Wilson accused the university of “dragging its 
feet,”while Regent Connerly said he was “furious” and called 
aspecial meeting toreview Atkinson’s performance—widely 
taken as a hint that the president might lose his job. 

But Atkinson reversed his decision and told Connerly that 
“despite the difficulties” the ban could take effect in the 
spring quarter of the 1997 school year. 

“This is possible because there are fewer applicants, we 
are dealing mainly with transfer students, and there is ad- 
equate time to redesign the application process,” he said. 

Connerly called off the meeting after receiving Atkinson’s 
“very gracious and full explanatory” note. “I believe the 
governance issue has been resolved,” he said. 


Bill Gates Dedicates 
Stanford U. Building

PALO ALTO, Calif.—When Stanford University com- 


puter science professor Marc Levoy asked for volunteers to 


have their heads scanned, Bill Gates was the first to volun- 
teer. 

The billionaire CEO of Microsoft Corporation sat pa- 
tiently while a laser scanner, emitting a ruby-red beam, 
orbited his head several times. A short time later, a large- 


of Stanford University’s new computer science building 
bearing his name. 

Although he did not attend Stanford University, Gates 
donated $6 million to help build the Gates Computer Science 
Building. The $38 million center houses state-of-the-art 
classrooms, laboratories and research facilities. 

At the dedication ceremony, Gates said he wanted to 
“invest in the future of the industry, and Stanford is one of the 
five best computer science schools in the country.” 

Stanford President Gerhard Casper thanked Gates and the 


building’s other donors, noting that “Bill Gates, who did not’ 


even attend Stanford ... had at least enough good sense to 
drop out of Harvard.” 
-Gates, 40, is said to have started his programming e career 
at age 13. He left Harvard University in 1975 to form 
Microsoft Corporation, now a $6 billion industry.

Jeffrey T. Knowles, 19, of Fort Pierce, Fla., confessed to 
the fires after his fingerprints were found on evidence that did 
not burn, said Lt. Jack R. Handley, a university police 
spokesperson. 

No one was injured in the fires that frustrated police over 
a five-day period in early February, and buildings sustained 
minimal damage. Knowles apparently started fires in build- 
ings he had access to asa student, although “he gave us no 
motive,” Handley said. 

Knowles also is suspected of stealing credit cards from 
student mailboxes last fall and using them to obtain money 
from ATM machines, Handley said. 

University police had offered a $9,500 reward for infor- 
mation about the fires, but no one had suspected Knowles, 
Handley said. “Apparently no one saw him,” he said. “Hedid 
not talk to anyone about what he was doing.” 

Knowles, who was arrested last year in connection with a 
forgery case, is being held without bond in the county jail. 

The campus is noticeably relieved now that a suspect has 
been caught, Handley said. “We're taking some deep breaths 
and getting on with business.”
